fortunately so many people have erro-
neous ideas concerning the objects and
purposes of Del&arte's teaching. Homo
persons think it is merely for the pur-
pose of imparting strong physical vital-
ity to the body; others think its sole
object is to teach a graceful method of
affectation. Both of these ideas are
wrong. -- De Uarte studied movement
until he had reduced it 0 a science.
He discovered that the movement of
every muscle results from ome par-
ticular action of the mind, aud that
certain mental actions always produce
certain muscular transitions. From
this simple foundation the whole Del-

sarte system has grown.
"The old gymnastic exercises, the

movement of the arms in perpendicu-
lar or horizontal planes, was wrong,
because it taught a movement that is
never used in practical liTe. Tho only
time such a motion is ever made is when

mens arte.
there is a desire to plant a

blow letween
soim body else's eyes. Exercises that
teach such a form of movement are of
no practical utility except to give mere
physical training to certain muscles;
but the Delsaite system seeks to train
the muscles which perform tho motions
of everyday life. Mere physical train-
ing tends lo sensualize and brutaliie ;

but a culture which acts outward from
the mind, and trains the lody into
harmony with the mind's expression,
cannot l otherwise than artistic, use-

ful, and, in fact, necessary. Think of
the number ot people you know w hose
awkwardness detracts from every
sentence they titter. Now, there is
no reason why anybody should

t annoi nil tlerafiardta.
be awkward. Of course everyone can-
not be so graetful as Bernhardt; but
everyone can have an unconscious, un-
affected grace of his ow n a gracesnch
as a cat has when the lies down or gets
up. A great deal of awkwardness re-
sults from self consciousness. The per-
son is constantly thinking about the
position of hii feet or arms or tody.

which the latter ordered the resolu-
tions printed in the reports and a suita-
ble memorial pao ir sorted, and as a
further expression of rcepect ordered
the adjournment of the court uutil to-

morrow morning.

The moat impressive feature of the
memorial serv.eo was the paitof Judge
Cooley who advanced to the bar with
a step painfully feeble in comparison
with that of former years his voice at
first scarcely audible, but becoming
clearer as he proceeded, it wasplita
that he had lst some of his mental
vigor.

mality that impelled hispresence upon
this occasion, but a desire to give ex
presaiou to his estimate of ttic life,
character and ability of Judge Marfton.

NOT ALLOWED In A HOSPITAL.

An Asylum Superintendent Refuses to
Receive an Insane Murderess.

I siM an atoms Ind., Feb. 2. Last Fri-

day Mis Lillie Stevens was acquitted of
murder in killing Mrs. Margaret Koss
in North Carolilina some months ago.
The defense was that Miss Stcveus was
insane. After the trial an inquest of
lunacy was held, Miss Stevens leing
found insane and sent to the Central
hospital, where Dr. Wright, the super-
intendent, refused to receive her.

The attorney general sustained the
position of the doctor, saying that a
quetion of the dangerous tendency of
Miss Stevens' insanity did not warrant
him in receiving her unless it could be
shown that her condition could be im-
proved by hospital treatment. The evi-
dence at the trial and inquest showed
that she was incurable. If the wroman
is dangerous because of her violent fits
of insanity, the attorney general says
she can be proceeded against in other
ways than seeding her to a hospital for
the ins tne.
